and Dr. Aylen, delegates from 
Fort Saskatchewan to Ottawa 
returned last evening, the third 
delegate W. D. Lees remaining 
at the capital for a few days, 

The purpose offhe delegation 
was two fold, to get the Federal 
Government to grant a portion 
of the kh. N. W. M, P. reserve 
at Fort Saskatchewan to the 
Cc. N. R. for station site and 
yards and secondly to get the 
government to co-operate with 
the C. N. R. and make the pro- 
posed bridge across the river at 
the Fort a combined railway and 
traffic bridge. 

The returned delegates are 
confident that both these purposes 
have been gained. The govern- 
ment assured thém that the 
necessary land would be granted 
and the C. N. R. authorities that 
the station would be built on the 
site for some time suggested and 
not more than four hundred feet 
east of Government street. 

Paul Paradis, the Dominion 
government engineer, came up 
from Calgary with the delegates. 
He came up for the purpose of 
inspecting for acceptance the 
location which the Canadian 
Northern Railway have made 
for their steel brdge at the Fort. 

The bridge is to be of steel, 
with four igo foot spans and 
concrete piers. The level of 
the bridge above low water is 42 
feet. 

Mr. Paradis thinks that the 
site which has been chosen for 
the bridge is one of the best in 
the Dominion, and the bridge’ 
will be ahead of anything in the} 
Northwest at the present time.

Otiaw., Feb. 2ist—The bill creating 
the Worthwest Territories into the 
erovinces of Alberta and Sasizatche- 
wan was introduced this afternoon 
by the prem’er, Sir Wilfred Laurier. 

The bill differs but tittle {nem what

(2) The names of the provinces 
will be Alberta and Saskatchewan.
